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Schools 
advance 
into 21st 
century

Romulus students are now 
experiencing a vision of the 
21st century right in their own 
classrooms. 

Thanks to the selling of a $45 
million bond issue last year, 
schools are feeling the effects 
of technology so advanced, 
people are coming from around 
the country to take a look. 

“It’s incredible how much 
has been accomplished in that 
one year of time,” said Ken- 
neth E. Berlinn, president of 
the Romulus Board of Educa- 
tion. “It’s been a tremendous 
step in the right direction.” 

The latest step is the first 
Computer Aided Instructional 
Classroom (CIAC) in the na- 
tion. 

“The pilot CIAC room of the 
nation is now up and running in 
one of our very own schools.” 
said Art McPharlin, adminis- 
trative assistant for the super- 
intendent of Romulus Com- 
munity Schools. “It’s an ex- 
tremely exciting accomplish- 
ment.” 

That school is Wick 
Elementary and students and 
teachers certainly appear to be 
more excited about education 
than they’ve been in years. 

‘‘If you asked me to describe 
the concept in one word, the 
word is fantastic,” said Tom- 
mie M. Butler, a 26-year 
teacher. “It has done nothing 
but enhance the education 
program and the students love 
it.

“It’s the most exciting adv- 
ance I’ve ever seen in educa- 
tion,” she said. 

“We’re learning how to use 
the keyboard, and we’re doing 
lessons by ourselves on the 
computers,” said 11-year-old 
Tony Celmo. “Instead of peo- 
ple teaching us everything, we 
get to teach ourselves.” 

“It’s fun and I’ve learned a 
lot of stuff by myself,” said 7- 
year-old Shameah Abraham. 

“I like to use the computers ev- 
ery day." 

“There are 32 computers for 
the students to use in the CIAC 
room in addition to one laser 
printer, six standard printers 
and the teachers version called 
the master computer,” 

McPharlin said. “Throughout 
the day a rotation process is 
implemented so that all classes 
spend one hour per day in 
CIAC.” 

There, teachers may call Sheryll Davis of Romulus, takes a placement test in her second grade 

class while other students at Wick Elementary School participate in

Wayne County court annex closes

Western Wayne County resi- 
dents who appreciated the con- 
venience of conducting Wayne 
County Friend of the Court 
business in Westland at the 
Third Judicial Circuit Court 
will have to travel to downtown 
Detroit beginning in January. 

Due to mandatory budget re- 
ductions imposed by the state 


legislature, the court located 
off of Henry Ruff and Michigan 
Avenue will close. By closing 
the annex, the court will im- 
mediately save approximately 
$262,000 a year, and approx- 
imately $500,000 in long-term 
savings, according to Kent Bat- 
ty, court administrator for the 
Third Judicial Circuit Court. 

The savings can be attri- 
buted to the elimination of 10 
employees. Six of those posi- 


tions will be eliminated in 
January and it is not known 
when the additional four posi- 
tions w'ill be eliminated. 

The Westland court provided 
divorce investigations, child 
support enforcement and cus- 
tody and visitation evalua- 
tions, according to court offi- 
cials. 

Batty doesn’t believe the 
closing of the annex will have a 
significant effect on the ser- 


vices the annex once provided. 

“ I don’t expect that there will 
be much of a difference, other 
than the public will have to 
come downtown,” Batty said. 
“The principle reason for hav- 
ing the annex was to provide 
easier access to the people in 
western Wayne County. 

“Quite frankly, we haven’t 
heard from many people,” he

Police continue 
investigation 
of triple slaying

Inkster police arrested but 
later released two suspects in 
connection with the triple mur- 
ders in a suspected drug house 
on Plum Street. 

“We questioned these men 
but we were forced to release 
them because their alibis 
checked out for now,” said De- 
tective James Vergona, one of 
three Inkster detectives 
assigned to the case. “Our in- 
vestigation continues.” 

Police said that three men 
were gunned down about noon 
on Saturday in what they be- 
lieve were drug-related shoot- 
ings at the house. A fourth vic- 
tim, a 33-year-old local woman, 
survived the volley of bullets 
and was taken to Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne. However, 
because of the publicity in- 
volved in the case, the woman 
had to be transferred to an un- 
known location for her safety, 
according to Inkster police. 

‘‘She is presently under 
police protection at an undis- 
closed location,” said Sgt. 
Richard Rashad. 

Police identified the dead as 


Joseph Holifield, 42, who lived 
in the house on Plum; Charles 
Simmons. 43, whose last known 
address was in a house on the 
26000 block on Andover; and 
Lloyd Frederick Pinson, 48. 
Police said that they do not 
have an address for Pinson. 

All three men have felony re- 
cords. according to police re- 
ports. 

Police said that the victims 
were killed around noon on 
Saturday. They theorize the 
killer and the victims argued 
over drugs which precipitated 
the killings. Police found drug 
paraphernalia in the house. 

Vergona said the killer used 
a semiautomatic weapon. He 
said that a second man may 
have been involved in the kill- 
ings. Someone told the killer: 
“Make sure that they are all 
dead.” 

Vergona, along with detec- 
tives Charles Hines and Greg 
Hill, have interviewed resi- 
dents on Plum with “little suc- 
cess”.

Two sentenced in 
Romulus shooting

An Ypsilanti man and a 
Milan man were recently sent- 
enced to Jackson state prison 
by Detroit Wayne County Re- 
corder’s Court Judge Harvey 
F. Tennen for shooting a 30- 
year-old Romulus man March 
15 at the Red Apple Restaurant 
and Inn parking lot in Wayne. 

Ypsilanti resident Randall 
E. Steffey, 29, received two 
years in prison for one count of 
possession of a firearm and 15 
to 30 years in prison for one 
count of assault with intent to 
commit murder. 

He will be serving both terms 
contiguously. 

Milan resident Terrence E. 
Hoffman, 23, received 12 to 30 
years in prison for one count of 
assault with intent to commit 


murder. 

The incident started as an 
altercation in an Ypsilanti bar 
between one of the suspects 
and the victim, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Kerry Webb. 
The shooting later took place in 
Wayne when the suspects fol- 
lowed the Romulus resident to 
the Red Apple Restaurant and 
shot the victim in the leg and 
abdomen, Webb said. 

The Romulus resident was 
transported to Annapolis Hos- 
pital and was later flown to the 
University of Michigan Hospit- 
al. He was released after a few 
weeks. 

On March 27, an examination 
was staged for Steffey and 
Hoffman before 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn A. 
Archbold. A $100,000 cash bond 
was set for both men, however, 
Hoffman received a 10-percent 
bond reduction at the exam. 
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Officials set fire to 
vocational changes

Changes in vocational educa- 
tion programs are under fire by 
the members of the Romulus 
Board of Education. 

Officials from Romulus 
Community Schools were in 
attendance at a public hearing 
last week to speak out against 
House Bill 4165 designed to res- 
tructure vocational education 
in Michigan. 

The proposed legislation 
would require all students to 
achieve a minimum proficien- 
cy in basic subject areas before 
they are permitted to continue 
on to higher grades. 

“Students unable to meet the 
performance standards would 
be placed into a new compre- 
hensive alternative education 


program,” the bill states. 
‘‘They would be provided with 
an individualized educational 
program designed to assist 
them in achieving proficiency 
in the basic subject areas.” 

Upon demonstration of basic 
proficiency, the student or 
adult would have to choose be- 
tween entering into a college 
preparatory curriculum or a 
career/technical program. 

“Basically what this means 
is that in ninth and 10th grade 
students would have to decide 
what if they want to go to col- 
lege or not and, if not, they 
would spend three or four hours 
of their 11th and 12th grade 
school day in an apprenticeship 
program,” said Dr William 
Bedell, superintendent of

Regional planning challenged

Despite objections from local 
communities, regional plan- 
ning is an idea that can’t be 
swept under the rug. 

In a Nov. 8 report to mem- 
bers of the Conference of West- 
ern Wayne, Executive Director 
Daniel Gilmartin said the 
Southeastern Michigan Coun- 
cil of Governments report on 
proposed regional planning 
“won't be put on a shelf or just 
go away.” He advised repre- 
sentatives of the 18 member 
communities to become in- 
vovled in future debates on the 
issue, and to make their input 
known 

‘‘All communities will be 
well served to pay attention to 
this,” said Romulus Mayor Be- 
verly McAnally.who serves as 
CWW chairwoman. 

SEMCOG has proposed a Re- 
gional Development Initiative, 
which would place future de- 
velopment decisions in the 
hands of a regional review 
board. The RDI seeks to re- 
quire new growth, away from 
existing infrastructure, pay its 
own development costs. It also 
seeks to develop programs to 
improve social problems that 
contribute to urban sprawl. 

On Oct. 17, SEMCOG Direc- 
tor John Amberger made a pre- 
sentation of the RDI draft to 
CWW members. Following the 
presentation, the SEMCOG 
general assembly accepted the 
report and referred it to the ex- 
ecutive committtee. 

Acceptance of the report was 
said to have "launched the be- 
ginning of a debate on urban 
sprawl.” 

“CWW communities, 
whether they are in support of 
or opposed to this project, are 
urged to join in the debate pro- 
cess. This report, if adopted, 


could lead to major changes in 
the way that developments are 
planned and implemented in 
this region.” Gilmartin said. 
“It is of great importance that 


the CWW communities, indi- 
vidually or as a collection, 
make their voices heard with 
respect to the RDI report and 
its potential implementation.”

Fire department adds advanced 
unit to life-saving inventory

Rescue units will soon have 
the ability to respond even 
more efficiently in any 
emergency situation in 
Romulus. 

Starting Dec. 1, Romulus 
Firefighters will begin use of a 
new heavy duty rescue vehicle 
- a unit designed to offer the 
most important emergency 
equipment at greater conveni- 
ence than ever before, accord- 
ing to Fire Chief William 
Greenslait. 

“It allows us many more 
capabilities than we’ve ever 
had before and makes it all a 
little more convenient,” 
Greenslait said. 

The $80,000 rescue unit is re- 
placing a 1979 GMC Van which, 
although it remains in top con- 
dition and has less than 15,000 
miles on the odometer, is a lit- 
tle outdated. 


“It’s like we’re moving from 
a Model T to a Cadillac,” 
Greenslait said 

The new model is designed to 
allow eight passengers while 
the van had only a two-person 
capacity. It also carries a wide 
range of rescue items the van 
was not equipped to offer. 

These items include: a cellu- 
lar phone, two radios, four 500- 
watt lights which can be re- 
moved from the vehicle and set 
up on tripods, a 7,500 kilowatt 
generator and the most state- 
of-the-art jaws of life money 
can buy, Greenslait said. 

Along with flashing red and 
white lights, a green light situ- 
ated on the roof is an added 
advantage. 

“It will allow the vehicle to 
become a command center 
which can be identified even 
when surrounded by the 
flashing lights of other vehi- 
cles.” 

The new rescue unit even has 


a reinforced roof so those in 
charge can stand up on it to 
observe what’s going on below. 

“From fire to flood, the city 
now handle any situation even 
better once the rescue unit ar- 
rives,” Greenslait said. “It’s 
simply more convenient and 
will allow us to get the job done 
more effectively than ever.” 

The rescue unit was 
budgeted and funded as a city 
expenditure. Although it ar- 
rived at the station at the end of 
October, each fireman is being 
required to have at least four 
hours of training in the new 
vehicle before the GMC van is 
completely phased out. 

Greenslait expects to begin 
full use of the unit by the begin- 
ning of December. 

“We were very fortunate to 
have the support of the mayor 
and her staff in getting this 
vehicle in our city. It will de- 
finitely be an asset to any type 
of emergency situation,” he 
said.

upon one of the programs with- 
in the $1 million Integrated 
Learning System and students 
can learn such subjects as 
math, reading and language 
arts through the computer. 

“They can work on their own 
or in small groups and can be 
taught many different subjects 
simultaneously,” McPharlin 
said. “They can also be taught 
on the 33-inch monitor by their 
own teachers or one of the two 
full-time instructors from the 
producer of the ILS equipment, 
Jostens Learning Corporation 


of San Diego.” 

In addition to the time spent 
on a 'computer of their own’ in 
this classroom, students are 
able to spend time on one of the 
five computers in each clas- 
sroom at least once a day. 

“1 put each of my kids on the 
computer for 15 minutes twice 
a day and they love it and so do 
I,” said Jeanette Amthor, a 
teacher of 19 years. “There’s 
simply no other way to go.” 

Thirty-three-inch color 
monitors such as that currently 
in the CIAC room will also soon 
be installed in each classroom. 
That complete audio-visual 
system will contain a screen 
built into the wall and control- 


led by a push button pad which 
will allow teachers to call up 
the video they would like to 
show in advance. A technician, 
in the “technology room” will 
be waiting to take requests and 
working to be sure all videos 
begin at the pre-scheduled 
time. 

“This new technology puts us 
on the cutting edge of educa- 
tion,” McPharlin said. 

“It’s a wonderful advance- 
ment and I’m excited for me 
and my students to be a part of 
it,” said teacher Amthon. 

Changes will continue to be 
made at Wick Elementary and 
Barth and Hale Creek 
elementaries will be seeing 
technological advancements 
which should be completed by 
February of 1992. 


Students stung by 
‘Reunions’ failure

High school reunion commit- 
tees from throughout the met- 
ropolitan Detroit area, includ- 
ing those from the 1981 class of 
Plymouth-Salem High and the 
1986 Romulus High School 
class have apparently fallen 
victim to an Illinois company 
that specializes in organizing 
class reunions. 

Various reunion chairper- 
sons were informed this week 
that REUNIONS. A Class 
Organization. Inc., from Hoff- 
man Estates. Illinois, was out 
of business. The office that 
REUNIONS supposedly occu- 
pied in Hoffman Estates is 
vacant, and the business phone 
number is no longer in opera- 
tion. All bank accounts have 
been emptied. 

REUNIONS sent letters to 
area high schools earlier this 
year advertising their services 
in the organization of class 
reunions. The letter stated that 
committee members of the 
high schools contacted were to 
get in touch with their respec- 
tive alumni, informing each 
alumnist to send $40 to REUN- 
IONS. The company would 
then take care of the organiza- 
tion and all costs involved with 
staging the reunion. 

A total of 130 Plymouth- 
Salem graduates sent $40 each 
to REUNIONS, totaling $5,200. 
REUNIONS was to make 
arrangements for the rental 
hall, food, decorations and 
music.

said. “So far, we’ve received 
three letters.” 

Once the news of the closing 
is made public. Batty expects 
to hear from more people who 
will not like the idea of having 
to travel downtown to conduct 
court business. 

Although the downtown court 
will assume more cases. Batty 
doesn’t expect residents will 
have to wait longer to have 
their cases reviewed. 

"Traveling downtown is not 
quite as convenient, but overall 
the public will be better 
served.” Batty said. 

Before the decision was 
made to close the annex, court 
officials conducted a study to 
determine if the closing would 
have a negative effect on the 


way cases are handled. Court 
officials decided to conduct the 
study after the state legislators 
reduced the budget by 9.2 per- 
cent. 

“The study began in late 
spring,” Batty said. “We 
looked at the case loads and 
how they are handled, who are 
the clients who are served and 
the types of work activities that 
are being conducted.” 

During 1990, the annex staff 
reviewed 2,700 new divorce 
cases.

Will Belleville area residents 
shiver through a snowy, frosty 
winter, or will we again breeze 
through a milder-than-normal 
season? 

Those looking for an answer 
must decide between a forecast 
of cold, wet winter from Metro 
Airport meterologists and the 
Old Farmer's Almanac predic- 
tion of a milder-than-normal 
winter with below normal 
snowfalls. 

Area experts are divided on 
the reliability of the signs of na- 
ture. and Van Buren Township 
Recreation Director Michael 
Long always predicts heavy 
snowfall to boost participation 
in his cross-country skiing and 
sledding programs. Unfortu- 
nately, or perhaps fortunately. 
Long’s predictions of cold, 
snowy weather have fallen 
short. 

In 200th edition of the alma- 
nac, it is predicted that Novem- 
ber through March will be mil- 
der than normal, particularly 
in the eastern part of the south- 
ern Great Lakes region in 
which the lower peninsula of 
Michigan is located. 

“Mild periods will be inters- 
persed with cold spells in 
November and December with 
heavy rains in early November 
and snows at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. January may see 
thaws before and after mid- 
month with seasonable cold 
other times. Snow fall will be 
near normal in the west (sec- 
tion of the region), but below 
normal east,” the almanac 
summary predicted.

ing naturalist at the Oakwoods 
Metropark. doesn't believe in 
the ability of wolly worms to 
predict the severity of the 
approaching season. Neither 
does he hold much faith in the 
television weathermen’s long 
range predictions. 

Leilani Babcock, owner of 
Winterlong Stables in Sumpter 
Township, has received hints of 
what to expect this winter from 
the horses she boards and the 
wolly worms. 

“Usually by this time, the 
horses’ coats are thick, but 
they’re not this year. In fact, 
some of the horses are still 
shedding, which could indicate 
that we ll have a warm win- 
ter," Babcock said. “If the wol- 
ly worms have a lot of black on 
them, it’s supposed to indicate 
a long winter. This year, 
there’s just a tip of black on the 
wolly worms that I’ve seen, 
which should mean that we are 
in for a mild winter." 

Landscape architect Keith 
Bruder of Belleville, reported 
that he has observed wolly 
worms with small black bands 
and others with very wide 
black bands this fall. 

“1 guess the wolly worms 
aren't sure about the weather 
this winter either,” said 
Bruder.

Student trips open 
for eligible teens 


Eligible high school students 
can spend the 1992-93 academic 
year or a summer holiday in 
Europe or Mexico while learn- 
ing about the culture and lan- 
guage of the host country. 

"Until a few years ago.-only a 
fortunate few could afford to 
spend a school year of summer 
abroad,” said Corinne Chan- 
ning, midwestern region direc- 
tor for ASSE International. 
“Now. qualified students can 
spend an academic year or 
summer hoiday in Scandina- 
via, Germany, France, Italy, 
Switzerland, Britain, Holland, 
Spain, Mexico, New Zealand or 
Canada as part of the ASSE In- 
ternational Student Exchange 
Program.”

Legislators propose 
laws to halt scams

Although legislation is pend- 
ing to curb phony police and 
fire department solicitions, un- 
scrupulous callers are still 
preying on area resident- 
s. Residents of western 
Wayne County, as well as 
police and fire officials 
throughout the state, have reg- 
istered complaints about phone 
solicitors who falsely claim to 
represent local police and fire 
departments. 

“House Bill 4396, which 
would regulate the solicitation 
practices of law enforcement 
organizations is seeing action 
this fall,” said Rep. James 
Kosteva, D-37. 

If passed, the proposed leg- 
islation would require profes- 
sional fund-raising businesses 
to disclose financial informa- 
tion to potential contributors 
before soliciting a donation. 
The legislation also would pro- 
hibit uniformed officers, often 
viewed as intimidating, from 
collecting door-to-door dona- 
tions. 

“The bill was introduced last 
year, and there were lengthy 
discussions about it,” said the 
Canton Township representa- 
tive. “The bill has the support 
of the Deputy Sheriffs Associa- 
tion of Michigan, the Police 
Officers Association of Michi- 
gan, the Michigan State Police 
Troopers Association and the 
Michigan Association of Police 
Chiefs.” 

Belleville Police Chief Wil- 
lard Dockter, a member of the 
MAPC, has been a long-time 
opponent of the solicitation 
scams and has called for leg- 
islation to regulate solicitors 
for the past several years. 

Dockter noted that local de- 
partments do not use "boiler 
room” solicitors to collect 
donations, and those who claim 
to collect money for area police 
and fire department projects 
are misrepresenting them- 
selves. 

“Check before you write a 
check.” Dockter advised, not- 
ing that local police depart- 
ments and chambers of com- 
merce have information on 
current phone scams. 

House Bill 4396 would reg- 
ulate the solicitation of con- 
tributions by or on behalf of 
public safety organizations, 
meaning those composed of 
current or former law enforce- 
ment officers, firefighters or 
correctional officers. To solicit 
or receive funds, organizaitons 
and professional fund-raisers 
would have to register with the 
attorney general. 

In contact with potential con- 
tributors, certain disclosures 
would have to be made and cer- 
tain misrepresentations would 
be explicity forbidden. Tele- 
phone solicitors would have to 
be recorded, and the caller 
would have to state whether he 
or she was a sworn public safe-

ty officer and a member of the 
organizations soliciting the 
funds. 

In-person solicitors would 
have to be made by organiza- 
tion members wearing civilian 
clothing and the solicitor would 
be forbidden from collecting 
contributions. 

Violations of the bill would be 
subject to civil fines and re- 
medies similar to those under 
the Consumer Protection Act. 
A persistent and knowing viola- 
tion of the act would be subject 
to a civil fine up to $5,000. Viola- 
tion of an injunction order, de- 
cree or judgement issued 
under the bill would be subject 
to a fine of up to $500 per viola- 
tion, according to the proposed 
legislation. 

“Unscrupulous phone solici- 
tors are continuing to use 
schemes to obtain donations 
from area residents,” said Van 
Buren Public Safety Director 
Mark Perkins, who supports 
the passage of legislation to 
curb the scams. “They use all 
kinds of reasons for soliciting 
funds, and they misrepresent 
themselves as police officers or 
firefighters. We are not con- 
ducting any telephone fund 
drives for either the police or 
fire departments.” 

Police and firefighters in 
Belleville, Van Buren 
Township, Sumpter Township 
and Romulus report similar in- 
cidents with solicitors misrep- 
resenting themselves as local 
public safety representatives. 
Chiefs of the local departments 
ask residents to report any un- 
authorized solicitations that 
they may receive. 

The solicitors vary their 
speeches, but usually claim to 
represent local police or fire 
departments<and often request 
donations for non-existant 
programs. If some of the dona- 
tions are passed along to legiti- 
mate charities, a large portion 
of the money is retained by the 
group soliciting the funds. For 
example, one solicitor donated 
a few safety vests to police 
officers across the state, but 
local officers for whom the soli- 
citors claimed to benefit, did 
not receive any equipment 
from the donations, according 
to the Belleville police chief.

Each year just prior to the 
start of the holiday season, two 
Belleville party store owners 
host a wine and cheese party to 
acquaint their customers with 
the variety of beverages avail- 
able for gifts and entertaining. 

"We invite our wine distribu- 
tors here to provide informa- 
tion to our guests.” said Ray 
Acho of Hayward’s Party 
Store. ‘‘They provide informa- 
tion which wines to select for 
holiday entertaining and offer 
samples to help them with their 
selections 

The Belleville party store fe- 
atures the largest selection of 
Michigan wines in the area plus 
a variety of party trays, food 
items and gift baskets. 

“People look forward to our 
annual party for entertaining 
and gift ideas. We feel it is a 
way to make holiday gift giving 
a much easier task this sea- 
son,” added Jeff Haisha, who 
noted that wines and gift bas- 
kets are growing in popularity 
with corporate accounts as 
well as individuals. 

Party guests Willard Dock- 
ter and Gerry Priest looked 
over an assortment of Char- 
donnays and sparkling wines, 
and Dr. Richard and Janet 
Muse made slections from 
among several white wines. 

Robert Mucciante, repre- 
sentative of L&L Wine World, 
said two-bottle and four-bottle 
gift packages are popular gift 
items this season. 

“People are becoming more 
discriminating in their choices 
of wines,” Mucciante said. 
“Often, when people are first 
introduced to wine, they sam- 
ple the so-called jug wines. As 
their appreciation for wine in- 
creases, they tend to purchase 
premium wines instead.” 

Mucciante served an Asti 
Spumante wine to Acho, who 
acknowledged that the spark- 
ling wine is one of his personal 
favorites. 

The wine experts noted that 
often American table wines 
have been labeled Burgundy, 
Chianti, Rhine and Sauterne af- 
ter their European counter- 
parts. but varieties of the same 


type ot wine differ greatly. For 
example, one Rhine wine may 
be quite sweet, while another 
could be acidic. 

To help to correctly identify 
the wine, they are named after 
the variety of grape used The 
labeling of such wines, called 
varietals, provides a better 
guide as to what to expect of the 
wine, and usually only selected 
grapes are used 

The following wines are ones 
that consumers will find on the 
shelves of party stores: 

• Cabernet Sauvignon, one of 
five grape varieties used in 
making the red wines of Bor- 
deaux and a similar, but distic- 
tively different, one in Cal- 
fornia. 

• Green Hungarian, a grape 
from which a light wine which 
ranges freom very dry to 
medium sweet. 

• Johannisberg Riesling, a 
grape from which a white wine 
is made. The name comes from 
the Schloss Johannesberg 
vineyards. 

• Catawba, a native grade 
that makes a sweet white or 
pink wine. 

• Sauvignon Blanc, a grape 
used in making sweet, white 
wine. 

• Zinfandel. of undeter- 
mined origin, is among the 
most popular of the reds. 

• Concord, a native Amer- 
ican grape used for sweet 
kosher-type wines. 

According to Acho and 
Haisha. a selection of wines for 
a party could include a selec- 
tion of Chablis, Rose, 
Rhinegarten, Zinfandel and 
Burgundy. To accompany the 
wines, feta, muenster, Swiss 
and feta cheeses can be served. 

Sparkling wines create a par- 
ty atmosphere, the store own- 
ers said. A variety of Asti Spu- 
mante, Sparkling Beaujolais, 
California Champagne and 
Sparkling Chardonnay can be 
served to create a festive 
mood. 

“We can help hosts and hos- 
tesses to select foods to comple- 
ment their buffets or parties," 
Acho said. “We have dozens of 
different types of mustard, for 
example. We also have a large 
variety of cheese, jams and jel- 
lies.”

Holiday mailing 
deadlines approach

Yes, it’s that time of year 
again to start thinking about 
sending those holiday gifts 
abroad before it’s too late. 

United States Postmaster 
Lloyd Wesley has some helpful 
postal tips for western Wayne 
County residents. 

“The sooner customers give 
us their mail for international 
destinations, the quicker we 
can arrange for its transporta- 
tion abroad,” Wesley said 

Mail that goes abroad by sur- 
face transportation is less ex- 
pensive for the mailer but, for 
obvious reasons, takes longer 
to reach its destination. To en- 
sure timely delivery, it must be 
deposited much earlier than 
airmail, according to Wesley. 

Parcels destined for military 
personnel and families can be 
sent by air most econmlcally 
by Parcel Airlift Mail and 
Space Available Mail. 

“Packages weighing up to 30 
pounds and measuring 60 in- 
ches in combined length and 
girth may be sent to military 
addresses by PAL," Wesley 
said. 

These packages are airlifted 
domestically to a United States 
gateway facility, then sent by 
air on a space available basis to 
an APO (Army or Air Force 
Post Office) or an FPO (Fleet 


Post Office) for delivery to the 
addressee. 

The mailer pays only the reg- 
ular domestic parcel post rate 
to the gateway postal center, 
plus airmail postage of 30 cents 
for parcels weighing up to two 
pounds, 60 cents for 2-to-3- 
pound parcels, 90 cents for 3-to- 
4 pounds and $1.20 for those 
weighing 4 to 30 pounds. 

SAM may be used for mailing 
parcels up to 15 pounds and 60 
inches in combined length and 
girth to military addresses 
overseas at regular parcel posl 
rates, Wesley said, 

“SAM mail is transported 
domestically to gateway faci- 
lites by surface vehicle, then 
flown to its destination abroad 
on a space available basis.” 
Wesley said. 

Overseas deadlines for sur- 
face mail are; Alaska-Nov. 1, 
Australia-Nov. 15, Caribbean- 
Nov.l. Greenland-Oct. 25, Mid- 
dle East-Nov. 1, Southeast 
Asia-Nov. 8, Central America- 
Nov.l and South Ameriea-Nov. 
1. 

Overseas deadlines for air 
parcels are: Africa-Nov. 18, 
Alaska-Dee. 6, Australia-Dee. 
2. Caribbean-Dee. 6. Europe- 
Dee. 2. Far East-Dec. 2, Green- 
land-Dee. 2, Hawaii-Dee. 9, 
Middle East-Nov. 15. Southeast 
Asia-Dee. 2, Central Ameriea- 
Dec. 2 and South America-Dec.

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Pearl Harbor survivors remembered on Nov. 1 1

Honors for those who sur- 
vived the day of infamy a half 
century ago were presented on 
Veterans Day by Congressman 
William Ford 

In the early morning hours of 
Dec. 7, 1941, the Japanese 
attacked the American base at 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, killing 
2,400 and wounding some 180 
others in the two-hour attack. 
On the 50th anniversary of that 
attack, Congress authorized 
the casting of medals to honor 
the servicemen who survived 
the attack, and ceremonies 
around the country are slated 
to honor those individuals. 

During a Nov. 11 ceremony 
at the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Harris Kehrer Post 3323 
in Westland, Ford presented 
medals to 14 Pearl Harbor sur- 
vivors. Relatives of two other 
servicemen, who have since 
died, also received the Pearl 
Harbor Survivors medals. 

“We heard about it on the 
radio, and reports were 
sketchy. There were no news- 
reels and no CNN to tell the 
story.” Ford said, recalling 
that many people were fearful 
that the West Coast would be 
bombed. 

‘‘There were no political 
arguments about World War II. 
People thought ‘we’re in it now 
and we’re going to win it.’ 
Everyone on Sunday and Mon- 
day listened to the radio with 
their families. They heard the 
President say that this date 
will live in infamy’ when he cal- 
led upon Congress to declare 
war,” Ford said. “It was the 
first and last time in the cen- 
tury that people were so deter- 
mined to do what they had to 
do. Americans were never clos- 
er than at that time.” 

Ford talked about the subse- 
quent arms and equipment 
manufacturing boom in the De- 
troit area which earned the tile, 
“Arsenal of Democracy.” 

Honored in the ceremony 
were Pearl Harbor 
survivors: 

• Westland resident Archi- 
bald Bannerman Jr., U.S. 

Army, who was on his way 
back to his barracks from 
breakfast when the attack 
began.

Legislators 
seek curbs 
on scams

Although legislation is pend- 
ing to curb phony police and 
fire department solicitions, un- 
scrupulous callers are still 
preying on area resident- 
s. Residents of western 
Wayne County, as well as 
police and fire officials 
throughout the state, have reg- 
istered complaints about phone 
solicitors who falsely claim to 
represent local police and fire 
departments. 

‘‘House Bill 4396, which 
would regulate the solicitation 
practices of law enforcement 
organizations is seeing action 
this fall,” said Rep. James 
Kosteva, D-37. 

If passed, the proposed leg- 
islation would require profes- 
sional fund-raising businesses 
to disclose financial informa- 
tion to potential contributors 
before soliciting a donation. 
The legislation also would pro- 
hibit uniformed officers, often 
viewed as intimidating, from 
collecting door-to-door dona- 
tions. 

Belleville Police Chief Wil- 
lard Dockter, a member of the 
MAPC, has been a long-time 
opponent of the solicitation 
scams and has called for leg- 
islation to regulate solicitors 
for the past several years. 

Dockter noted that local de- 
partments do not use “boiler 
room” solicitors to collect 
donations, and those who claim 
to collect money for area police 
and fire department projects 
are misrepresenting them- 
selves. 

“Check before you write a 
check,” Dockter advised, not- 
ing that local police depart- 
ments and chambers of com- 
merce have information on 
current phone scams.

Task force 
praised 

During the past few weeks the protests at the Cracker 
Barrel Restaurant in Van Buren Township have cooled 
off. Although the chilly temperatures may have contri- 
buted to the downturn in demonstrations, the major fac- 
tor in the current peace is the manner in which local 
officials and the Mutual Aid Pact communities rallied to 
preserve the peace. 

The protests began in late September with a core 
group of demonstrators who carried banners opposing 
what they termed as discriminatory hiring practices 
against homosexuals. Soon, the group was joined by peo- 
ple waving the banners of the Revolutionary Workers 
Party. Other radical groups joined in the weekly demon- 
strations, and the protests seem to lose their original 
focus. Instead of an orderly petition for an anti- 
discriminatory policy by the restaurant chain, the de- 
monstrations turned nasty - obsence comments were 
hurled at patrons and police officers, sexual acts were 
simulated by the protestors and finally assaults were 
made on police and a patron. 

Observers witnessed the constant baiting of police 
officers in what seemed to be blatant attempts to pro- 
voke incidents. However, the officers maintained their 
professionalism while being spat upon and assailed with 
obscene remarks and gestures. 

The protests, which could have turned into major 
media circuses, were not fueled by the township offi- 
cials, the local police departments or the Mutual Aid 
Pack backup which responded to the call for aid. Camer- 
as focused on the police from every angle, obviously in 
the hope that a “Rodney King-type incident’’ could be 
recorded for the front pages or 11 o’clock news. 

To their credit, the Mutual Aid Pack officers from the 
18 western Wayne County communities, the mounted 
unit of the Wayne County Sheriff’s Department and the 
Michigan State Police kept the peace while preserving 
the rights of the protestors to peacefully assemble. For 
several weeks, local police officers walked the tightrope 
between the rights of a company to conduct business, the 
rights of customers to patronize a place of business and 
the rights of a group to assemble. It was not an easy task, 
but one which they fulfilled with the highest degree of 
restraint and professionalism. 

In addition to providing the manpower to preserve the 
peace, each city and township dipped into its own budget 
to pay the cost of maintaining their officers. 

For some communities, the cost of being a good neigh- 
bor has been an expensive one, but one that is necessary 
to maintain the integrity of the Mutual Aid Pact. Today, 
it may be Van Buren Township that requires aid, but 
tomorrow it could be Wayne, Westland, Canton 
Township, Inkster, Romulus, Belleville, Sumpter 
Township or one of the other member communities. 

No one in our local communities knows when there will 
be a natural disaster, a major fire, plane crash or riot. 
None of the member communities has the resources to 
keep 100 trained policemen and 20 command officers on 
standby. It is doubtful that each community could main- 
tain its own mounted and canine units to be held in re- 
serve until the situation required their use. 

However, Van Buren Township and each of the re- 
maining 17 western Wayne County communities has all 
of the resources of the Mutual Aid pact comunities at its 
disposal when an emergency occurs. 

Plainly put, Mutual Aid has proven its worth as an 
“insurance policy” for its members. It may not seem 
important until an emergency arises. It may even seem 
like a costly expense to some, but when an emergency 
arises and the need for trained, professional manpower 
is required, there is nothing to compare with the “return 
on the policy.” 

We congratulate the Mutual Aid Pact officers on a job 
well done, and we feel more secure to know that you are 
waiting in the wings should another emergency situation 
occur. 



Resident opposes 
school millage

“. . .the school is the one com- 
mon institution that touches ev- 
ery American for a long and ex- 
tremely important period of his 
life.

Students who were victims of 
pay-for-play and their parents 
ought to demand and get their 
money back from the $4.4 mil- 
lion surplus reported by the au- 
ditors. 

Teachers and other em- 
ployees who were laid-off ought 
to demand and get a pound of his 
flesh for the money which was 
stolen from them and their chil- 
dren during their unemploy-

ment year of 1990-91. 

Junior high students who had 
200 hours of instruction stolen 
from them can never be repaid 
for their loss. Neither can the 
elementary students be com- 
pensated for their loss of ex- 
pressive arts learning for the 
whole year. 

What is even more vicious 
and intentional in this whole 
fiasco is that this committee re- 
peatedly told the community 
that the superintendent and his 
financial wizards were trying to 
hide the $6.7 million in the Spe- 
cial Revenue Fund while de- 
nying its existence. 

Those stunned school board 
members can play dumb all 
they want, but they were told 
the same information. They 
would not believe it, but chose to 
be blindly led by those who pur- 
posed to manipulate them for 
their own purposes. That’s what 
the recall is about. 

What needs to be done now is 
to remove the manipulator from * 
his office immediately, and 
appoint an inside interim super- 
intendent, who knows what has 
been going on and has the cour- 
age and the stomach to clean out 
the cancer which has entwined 
itself around the vital organs of 
the Wayne-Westland Commun- 
ity Schools. 


It is time for this community 
to unite and declare that incom- 
petent, malfeasant, and dishon- 
est manipulators be replaced by 
those with integrity who will put 
the education of its students 
ahead of their control of the 
community’s environment.

All good things come to those 
who wait. 

And for three years 
Robichaud football coach Bob 
Yauck has waited patiently for 
Gary Phillips to flex his mus- 
cles on the gridiron. On Satur- 
day, Yauck’s patience paid off. 

Phillips scored three touch- 
downs in the final quarter to 
orchestrate the defending 
Class B state champ’s 21-8 vic- 
tory o^er state-ranked Detroit 
Country\Day in a pre-regional 
finals staged at the Yellow 
Jackets’ field on Saturday. 

“Gary came into his own on 
Saturday,” said Yauck of his 
6-3. 208-pound senior. “We 


needed him and, he re- 
sponded.” 

Yauck switched Phillips 
from fullback to tailback and 
the switch obviously paid off. 
Phillips rushed for 232 yards on 
16 carries and scored on runs of 
one, 53 and 64-yards. 

The victory, Robichaud’s 
21st in its last 22-games, qual- 
ified .the Bulldogs for Satur- 
day’s regional game against 
Grosse lie. The Islanders 
stayed alive with a 28-12 upset 
victory over regional favorite, 
Imlay City. 

“They’re tough,” says 
Yauck of his regional oppo- 
nent. “They have the speed and 
the skills to beat you. Our kids 
know they have a tough game 
ahead of them.” 


Robichaud is the host for the 
1:20 p.m. Saturday game. 

Detroit Country Day, ranked 
eighth in the state before the 
Yellow Jackets took to the 
field, drew first-blood when all- 
state candidate Fred Scott 
hauled in a 16-yard pass in the 
end zone from quarterback 


Seth Shilling midway in the 
second quarter. Then, with Jeff 
Fogle’s two-point conversion, 
the hosts had an 8-0 lead. 

Defense was the name of the 
game until Phillips ignited his 
team. With 10: 38 on the clock in 
the final quarter, the senior 
tailback plunged over from the 


one to give the Bulldogs their 
first TD of the game. He then 
scored the tw'o-point conver- 
sion with an off-tackle run. 

Suddenly the game was tied 
at 8-all. Phillips, thanks to 
some playbook blocking by 
Alex White. Jamal Bohannon 
and Eddie Lawrence, slashed 
the knot with a stunning run, 
again off tackle, for 53-yards 
and the go-ahead touchdown. 
That score came with 7:52 re- 
maining in the game. 

Phillips again came through 
for the Bulldogs as he kicked 
the extra point, making it 15-8. 

DCC’s efforts of retaliation 
were frustrated by a deter- 
mined Bulldog defense and 
Kevin Bradley, who picked off 
two passes that killed off se- 


rious Yellow Jack threats. 

After an exchange of downs, 
Phillips again put on an in- 
credible display of open field 
running when he picked up a 
mishandled exchange from 
center and raced 64-yards for a 
touchdown. That TD is the 
longest score of the season for a 
Bulldog ball carrier. 

Yauck had nothing but praise 
for his team. 

“DCC is an excellent team,” 
Yauck commented. “Our kids 
could have given up but they 
didn’t. This team is definitely 
set upon carrying out the 
Robichaud tradition. They 
have a mission to fulfill.” 

And is there anyone who 
doubts that Robichaud will not 
fulfill that mission?

The combination of a good 
Adrian football team, some 
questionable officiating, and 
an apparent confused 
scoreboard operator caused 
Plymouth Salem to be elimin- 
ated from the Class AA play- 
offs last Friday night at Adrian 
High School. 

The Adrian Maples (8-2) defe- 
ated the Rocks, 24-19, to adv- 
ance to the Region 2 playoff fin- 
al at 7:30 p.m. tomorrow night 
against Ann Arbor Pioneer (8-2) 
at Adrian High School. Salem 
finished the season with a 7-3 
record. 

“I’m very proud of the way 
the kids played this season.” 
said Salem coach Tom 
Moshimer. “They gave every- 
thing they had all year long." 

The game started looking 
like a classic defensive con- 
frontation between two well- 
prepared. hard-hitting football 
teams. The Salem front four of 
Hugh Blake-Thomas. Bob 
Smith, Tim Galda and Allen 
August kept a high-powered 
Adrian offense in check in the 


opening quarter, causing fum- 
bles, recording sacks and 
blocking a field goal attempt. 
The score at the end of the first 
quarter was 0-0. 

“We just kept coming off the 
ball hard in the first quarter, 
and our front line got a lot of 
help. from linebacker Agron 
Ujkaj,” said Blake-Thomas. 
“We really clogged up the mid- 
dle, so they had to start going to 
the outside.” 

Early in the second quarter, 
Salem punter Chip Wadowski 
had a punt blocked deep in his 
own territory by Maples tackle 
Enrique Salazar, and defen- 
sive back Derek DeLand fell on 
the ball in the end zone for an 
Adrian touchdown. The extra 
point was blocked, and Adrian 
led, 6 0 

Salem senior running back 
Ed Gundry ran the subsequent 
kickoff back 65 yards to the 
Adrian 28. 

“I got the ball on the kickoff 
and immediately saw a big hole 
open up,” said Gundry. "I cut 
left, and took off. I remember 
their kicker getting blocked by 
Agron Ujkaj, but there was a 
fast guy in pursuit of me that 


tackled me around my 
ankles.” 

A few plays later senior quar- 
terback Pete Zantop galloped 
17 yards into the end zone, tying 
the game. The extra point was 
blocked, and with eight mi- 
nutes remaining in the second 
quarter the score was 6-6. 

Adrian took the ensuing kick- 
off at their own 18, and senior 
quarterback sensation Mark 
Arbaugh orchestrated an 82- 
yard drive that culminated 
with him throwing a 16-yard 
touchdown pass to DeLand. 
The two-point conversion 
failed, and the Maples led, 12-6, 
at halftime. 

Salem got the ball at their 
own 33 to start the second half, 
and marched 67 yards for a 
touchdown, led by the rushing 
of Leon Hister. Dan Burke and 
Zantop. John Truskowski kick- 
ed the extra point, and the 
Rocks led. 13-12. 

But Adrian got the ball at 
their own 48 following the kick- 
off. and Arbaugh guided his 
team down the field with a mix- 
ture of pin-point passing and 
well-disguised misdirection 
running plays. Senior wing- 


back Matt Kennedy ran the fin- 
al two yards of the drive to put 
the Maples back on top. The 
two-point conversion failed, 
and Adrian led at the end of the 
third quarter, 18-13. 

Salem began the fourth quar- 
ter with the ball at their own 40, 
and on the first play of the quar- 
ter, Zantop threw a screen pass 
to Burke who rambled 60 yards 
to the end zone to once again 
give the Rocks the lead. The 
tw'o-point conversion failed, 
and Salem led, 19-18, with 11:49 
left in the contest. 

Adrian started their next 
drive at their own 33, and quar- 
terback Arbaugh once again 
marched his team down the 
field.

After an 
incompletion, Zantop fired a 
pass to fullback Rob Shepley 
who took it to the Adrian 22 with 
a minute to go. 

Zantop then passed to Mar- 
tinez at the 15 yard line with 49 
seconds remaining, and Salem 
called a second timeout. 


The next play was a razzle- 
dazzle manuever with Zantop 
pitching to running back Gun- 
dry who in turn passed down 
the field to Hister at the 7 for a 
first down. 

Zantop then threw an incom- 
plete pass to stop the clock, and 
Dan Burke took a handoff up 
the middle to the Adrian 4. 
Salem called a last timeout 
with 20 seconds left on the 
clock. Zantop ran the ball to the 
2 yard line, therrquickly set his 
team as the seconds ticked off 
and referees hurriedly got the 
ball ready for the next play. 

Zantop looked at the, 
scoreboard which read third 
down, and purposely threw the 


ball out of the end zone to stop 
the clock with 0 08 remaining. 
This apparently set up a final, 
fourth down call that would 
ultimately decide the game. 

But the referees stepped in 
and claimed that Zantop had 
actually thrown the ball on 
fourth down instead of third, 
even though the scoreboard 
clearly indicated that it was 
third down. Confusion reigned 
for a minute, but the referees 
made the correct decision in 
favor of the hometown Adrian 
team. The Maples took over on 
downs, and ran off the final 
eight seconds for the 24-19 win. 

“The whole game I was look- 
ing at the scoreboard whenever 


I needed to know what down it 
was," Zantop said. “Before the 
last play there was a lot of con- 
fusion and screaming on the 
field, so I looked at the 
scoreboard to see what the 
down was It read third down, 
so I just threw the ball away to 
stop the clock. I never looked at 
the sideline marker official be- 
cause there was so much activ- 
ity going on over there that I 
probably wouldn't have seen 
him anyway.” 

Players and fans from both 
sides agreed that it was a hard- 
fought. emotional game that no 
team deserved to lose, but the 
Salem players couldn't help 
but feel bitter about the final

outcome. 

“I think both teams played 
well, but Adrian got some lucky 
breaks from poor officiating,” 
Blake-Thomas said. “The refs 
were really rude to us during 
and after the game. I’m very 
angry and upset that our sea- 
son had to end this way.” 

“We could have probably 
played better, but the referees 
really seemed like they were 
against us,” Zantop said. “I 
know that sounds like an ex- 
cuse, but the head ref seemed 
like Mr. Adrian out there. 
There was an obvious inten- 
tional grounding call on 
Arbaugh that he didn't call, 
and a couple of no-calls on pass 


interference plays that weren't 
called either.” 

“The refs were telling us to 
shut up whenever we ques- 
tioned calls,” Ujkaj said. “I 
specifically remember that 
one of them told us after the 
game to go back to where you 
belong.” 

Coach Moshimer, who didn’t 
wish to comment on the offi- 
ciating, had nothing but praise 
for his team after the game. 

“It’s a disappointment to end 
the year this way,” Moshimer 
said. “But my guys have no- 
thing to be ashamed of. They 
played hard all season. We had 
a great year, and I'm very 
proud of them.”
